SHORTAGE 
OF FOOD IS 
BIG WORRY 


BERLIN (JTA)—That Germany 
is a “besieged fortress” with its 
population facing a desperate 
struggle for existence was the 
statement made by Robert Ley at 
the closing session of the fifth 
convention of the German Labor 
Front of which he is leader. 

Although the speech was deliv- 
ered Friday, it was so frankly and 
bluntly worded that it was held up 
by the Ministry of Propaganda and 
not made public until Monday, 

The virtual admission that Ger- 
many is on the verge of economic 
collapse was made by Mr. Ley, 
who said that such a situation was 
“due to the cold war Jews abroad 
are conducting to destroy’ ‘the 
Reich by boycotting German 
goods.” 

But for the Jews, Mr. Ley de- 
Germany would now be 
playing an important role in inter- 
national affairs. He complained 
that “Jews are hampering us, are 
doing their best to minimize our 
importance and are spreading 
atrocity stories against us all over 
the world. The happier our peo 
ple are, the more lies the Jews 
spread about us, They’ve started a 
boycott against us which is noth- 
ing less than a cold war to humill- 
ate our nation, Our only answer 
to that can be that the German 


nation hopes for nothing from 
abroad.” 
Making the analogy between 


Germany and a “besieged fort- 
ress, Mr, Ley declared: 

“The situation in which our 
country finds itself is so serious 
that there’s no need to fool our- 
selves on the actual state of af- 
fairs and to conceal it by means 
of artificial enthusiasm. The Ger 
man people must know the truth, 
They must tell it not with femi- 
nine sobs, but in the manner of 
man to man.” 

Mr. Ley discovered that the 
country has hardly any gold re 
serves left, that there is a forty 
per cent shortage in clothing as — 
well as in certain foodstuffs and 
that foreign exchange coverage is — 
extremely limited. 

He further revealed that had © 
Germany used its credits to allevi- ~ 
ate the food shortage, there would 
have been a minimum of 4,500,000 5 
persons added to the unemployed = 
lists because of the lack of raw 
materials which are now ee 
bought instead of food, 

“It is for these developments,” 
Dr, Ley concluded, “that the Jews | 
have been waiting, but we will” 
never capitulate.” : 

He. announced that German 
housewives will shortly be asked 
to dispense entirely with 4 
fats and will be taught to cook |

KING GEORGE FOREST TO GET HIS TREE TUESDA} 
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Papers May 
Print Them 


While editors of Anglo-Jewish 
publications throughout the Unit- 
ed States were divided on the ad- 
missability of Christmas advertis- 
ing in their publications, two na- 
tional leaders—Dr, Julian Morgen. 
stern, president of Hebrew Union 
College, in Cincinnati, and Harry 
Schneidermann, secretary of the 
American Jewish Committee — 
placed their approval on the holi- 
day advertisements. 

In response to a telegraph sur 
vey, Dr. Morgenstern wired: “Why 
should Anglo-Jewish papers not 
publish Christmas advertising? To 
refuse would probably entail loss 
of other store advertising. With. 
out advertising Jewish papers can- 
not exist. Certainly Jews don’t 
buy Christmas presents only be- 
cause of advertisements in Jewish 
papers. The very question mani- 
fests an extreme separatistic un- 
American fanaticism.” 

Mr, Schneidermann telegraphed: 
“Publication such advertising ad- 
missable if for no other reason 
than its possible interest for Jew- 
ish readers desiring make gifts 
Christian friends, employees, Also 
good-will factor important.” 

The division in opinion in the 
Anglo-Jewish press was Visible in 
the Chevrolet Motor Company ad- 
vertising appearing in many publi- 
cations throughout the country. 
The advertisement read in part, 
“Make their Christmas joy com- 
plete wih the only complete low- 
priced car.” 

Papers including The American 
‘Jewish World, of Minneapolis, 
Minn.; The Jewish Ledger, of New 
Haven, Conn., and The Jewish Ex- 
ponent of Philadelphia, Pa., ob- 
tained permission to change the 
reading of the advertisement from 
Christmas to Chanukah, while pa- 
pers like The Jewish Bulletin, of 
New York, and The Sentinel, of 
Chicago, retained the Christmas 
wording. 

The survey conducted by this pa 
per included Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, Jacob de Haas, and Felix N. 
Gerson. but these men had not an- 
gwered by Wednesday morning.

JERUSALEM (JTA)—The orien- 
tal cypress tree presented by King 
George V of England to the Jubi- 
lee Forest in the hills of Nazareth 
will be formally planted by High 
Commissioner Sir Arthur Grenfell 
Wauchope on December 19, it was 
announced this week. 

Plans for the planting ceremony 
include an international radio 
broadcast of the speeches. Among 
the talks to be broadcast will be 
one in Hebrew by M. M. Ussish- 
kin, world president of the Jewish 
National Fund. 

The Jubilee Forest is Britain 
Jewry’s mark of loyalty and devo- 
tion to the throne, expressed on 
the occasion of the royal couple’s 
twenty-fifth jubilee. It will cover 
a large area of desolate and bar- 
ren land on the hills of Nazareth 
which in ancient times were famed 
for their forest beauty. 

The tree shipped by King George 
was removed from Windsor Great 
Park in London, where it was the 
only one of its kind. It is the first 
ever to have been shipped from 
England to Palestine.

Twenty-one hundred years ago,: 
in the year 165 B.C.E., on the 
twenty-fifth day of Kislev, a great 
celebration was held at Jerusalem, 
conducted by various warrior: 
priests during a lull in the war 
against the Greek-Syrians. It was 
the rededication of the Holy Altar, 
desecrated by heathen sacrifice 
and worship, to the One God of 
Israel. 
The commander-in-chief of the 
Judean armies, Judas Maccabeus, 
chose blameless priests “whose 
delight was in the Law,” and) they 
cleansed the Holy Place, They 
erected a new altar and made new 
holy vessels. They brought the 
Candlestick, the Altar of Burnt- 
Otterings and of Incense, and the 
Table into the Temple... They 
burned incense upon the Altar and 
lighted the lamps that were upon 
the Menorah in order to give light 
in the Temple, They rose up early 
on the following morning, and of- 
fered sacrifices according to the 
Law. At the corresponding time 
of the month and the correspon- 
ding day on which the heathens 
had profaned it, On that day was 
it dedicated afresh “with psalms 
and harps and lutes and cymbals.” 
And all the people fell upon their 
faces and worshipped, and gave 
praise to Him Who gave them vic- 
tory.

Ordained 
For Posterity 


Thus they celebrated the dedica- 
tion of the Altar for eight days 
“with exceeding great gladness.” 
They decked the forefront of the 
Temple with crowns of gold and 
shields. “And Judas and his breth- 
ren and the whole congregation, of 
Israel ordained for posterity that 
the days of the dedication of the 
Altar should be kept in their sea- 
son year by year, for eight days 
from the twenty-fifth day of Kis. 
lev, with gladness and joy.” 


“And from that time to this,” re- 
ports the Jewish historian Jose- 
phus more than five centuries lat- 
er, “we celebrate this festival and 
call it “Festival of Lights.” The 
ancient traditionalist school of 
Shammai maintained that eight 
lamps be displayed on the first 
night of the Festival, and reduced 
in number on each successive 
night, The custom of the school 
of Hillel to begin with a single 
lamp on the first night, increasing 
the number till the eighth night 
later became prevalent, These 
lights were placed originally out- 
side the house so that passersby 
might see them. The lights even 
had the legal privilege that if any 
damage was caused by their fire, 
their owner wag free. It was dur- 
ing the rule of the Persian fire- 
worshippers in the third century 
of the current era that lamps were 
placed within the house in front 
of each door leading to the street, 
and as many Menorahs were kin-

It is quite usual to furnish each 
boy with his own set of candles, 
which he places before a window 
soon after dark and then pro) 
nounces the benedictions. All joim 
in singing Mooz Tzur. On these 
Chanukah evenings children are 
free from lessons, They gather 
around the Chanukah lights and 
play games with the Trendel, or 
Dreidel, a small square top, on the 
four sides of which are marked 
the four Hebrew letters Nun, 
Gimel, He, Shin, Interpreted, these 
letters signify “A Great Miracle 
Happened There.” But the Dreidel 
is played as a “put and take” game 
with these letters signifying as 
follows: “Nun”—Nothing; “Gimel’” 
Ganz, or All; “He’—Half; “Shin” 
Shtell or Put. The children re. 
ceive “Chanukah Gelt” from their 
parents and go for more gifts from 
other relatives wherever they may 
eside. In other words, the atmog- 
phere in the home on Chanukah is 
one of jovial relaxation amounting 
almost to levity.

NO JEWISH JOURNALISTS
